lowing form of government: 


"A governor general, to be appointed 


by the president; a cabinet, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor general; all 
the judges to be appointed by the pres- 
ident; the heads of departments and 
judges to he either Americans or Fili- 
pinos, or both; and also a general ad- 
visory council, its members 
to 
be 


chosen by the people by a form of suf- 
frage to be hereafter carefully deter- 
mined upon. 


"The president earnestly desires that 


bloodshed cease, that the people of the 
Philippines at an early date enjoy the 
largest measure of self-government 
compatible with peace ?nd order."
